Church of England, fo you 
would take great care, thar 
your Lives and Conver/at:- 
01s may be anſwerable to its

What & thy Duty towards 
God? and, What zs thy Du- 
ty towards thy Neighbour f 
Which I would adviſe you 
very often to read, and fſeri- 
ouſly to conſider. And when 
by the affiftance of God's 
Blefled Spirit you have tran- 
{ſcribed thoſe Anſwers into 
your Lives, let me then aſ- 
{ure you, 'T'hat the Ten Com- 
mandments thus practiſed. 
are the beſt Expoſition of 
your Creed. If any Man will 
do hes Will, he ſhall know of 
the Dottrine, whether it be 
of God, John 7 7. 17. For he 
that bath, to him ſn2ll be 
given : and he that hath not, 

from 
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from him ſhall be taken even 
that which he bath, Mark 
4.25. 1. e, He who maketh 
a right uſe of that Grace 
and Knowledge which God 
hath given him; he who va- 
lues and 1 improves it, and 1s 
truly thankful for it, to him 
ſhall be proven more. "ad be 
that hath not, 1, e. he who 
hath not ws a right uſe 
and improvement of his 
Grace or Knowledge, frowz 
him ſhall be taken even that 
which he hath. 

But becauſe you muſt not 
expect that God ſhould now 
reach and inſtruct you in an 
extraordinary and miracu- 
lous manner, as he did the 
Apoſtles, but mediately, and 
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in the uſe of Means: You 
are therefore to conſider 
what thoſe Means are,which 
God hath appointed tor your 
Direction and InſtruCtion.

[ ſhall not now inſiſt upon 
the Publick Othces of the 
Church,nor your Obligation 
to attend them; as Prayers, 
Sacraments, Preaching, &c. 
bur ſhall only direct you how 
to behave your ſelves, when 
any one deſigns to ſeduce 
you from the Communion 
of the Church of England.

1. Let it be your earneſt 
_ daily Prayer unto God. 
give you his Grace,to hold 
fab the Profeſſuon of your 
Faith, without wawvering ; 
that you may continue in the 
ſame unto your Lives end. 
2. When you read the 
Holy Scriptures, and do hnd 
Gap Place which is too dif- 
hcult for you , do not then 
pretend to zxterpret it your 
ſelves: but beg the Directi- 
on of your Spiritual Guide ; 
and defire him to ſhew you 
how it 1s to be underſtood. 

. As far as pollible avoid 
all D: ſpures about Religion. 
Be not carried about with e- 
very wind of Dotirine, Eph. 
4. 14. 7.e. Do not hearxen 
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the Whiſpers of every bold 
Pretender. 

Which ro Perſons of your 
Capacity is very ſeaſonable 
Advice. For, To convince 
gainſayers, and toanſwer Ob- 
jeetions, 18 a matter of Skill 
and Exerciſe: And therefore 
Tou (being a working Peo- 
ple, who ſweat for your daily 
Bread) may with great mo- 
deſlty acknowledge to your 
Catholic Miſſuonary, that you 
have neither Leiſure nor A- 
bility for ſuch Diſputes. And 
conſequently you may deſire 
him, {ince he 1s diſpoſed to 
diſcourle of Religion, that 
he would rather help your 
Devotion, than diſturb your

wet Tos ns. wy 7 
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You may aflure bim, That 

you ſhall not think your 
Faith the leſs firm and Or- 
thodox, becauſe you cannot 
return an extemporary An- 
ſwer to the premeditated Ob- 
jections of a learned Adver- 
lary. 

"T's poſlible that ſuch a 
ſubtle Diſputant , as he 1s, 
might pretend to prove to 
you, That Gra[s z not Green : 
And he might urge ſuch Ar- 
guments as would really bat- 
fle you, and to which you 
could not return any tolera- 
ble Anſwer. But yet for all 
his Sophiltry , though he 
might filence, he would not 
ſatishe : For you would ſtill 
believe your Senſes, and 
could 
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could not think it of any o- 
ther Colour. 

If this will not make him 
to deſiſt, but that he will ſtill 
be urging the great Privile- 
ges of the Remiſh Church : 
The Security of her Faith ; 
The Excellency of her Devo- 
tion ; The preat Learnmg 
and Piety of her C bergy,@c. 
To this you may reply, 

4. That you underſtand 
very little of the Privileges 
of the Church o! Rowe. That 
to know the State of any Fo- 
reign Church, requires more 
Skill and Reading than can 
be expected from Perlons of 
your mean Condition. That 
you are Members of the 


Church of Enzlayd,which is 


> 
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a true Catholic and Apoſto- 
lic Church, "That into this 
Church you were admitted 
by Baptiſm ; and with this 
Church you have held Com- 
munion in all her Cthces. 
And conſequently to ſeparate 
from this Church, without 
ſome urging Caule, is down- 
right Schiſm. 

For Schi/m, in the proper 
notion of it, 1s, A cauſeleſs 
Separation from that part of 
the Viſible Church of which 
you ere Members. 

And therefore he who 
hath a mind to make you his 
Proſelytes, and will talk per- 
tinently, and to the Point ; 
before he can pretend to in- 
vite you to the Church of 

Rome, 
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Rome, he muſt firſt convince 
you, that 1t 1s your Duty to 


ſeparate from the Church of 


Evgland. In order to which, 
he muſt plainly prove, That 
the Church of England 1s no 
ſound Member of the Church 
Catholic ; and conſequently, 
'T hat Salvation cannot ord1- 
narily be had in the Church 
of England: Art leaſt not with 
ſuch Satety, Certainty, and 
Advantage, as 1t may in the 
Church of Rome. 

To prove this, he muſt 
convince you, That the Do- 
Ctrine of the Church of Eng- 
land 18 either defective or 


falſe. It he pretends that it 


1s defective, he muſt then 
ſhew, that there are ſome

Truths neceſlarily to be be- 
lieved, as Articles of Faith, 
which the Church of Enp- 
land doth not receive as ſuch. 
And alſo that there are ſome 
neceſſary Duties, or Parts of 
Werſhip, which the Church 
of England exther wholly 
omits, or elſe doth not re- 
quire under any ſuch Necel- 
fity. And let him here in- 
ſtance to you, whawMhole 
Articles and Parts of Wor- 
ſhip are, wherein our Church 
1s thus defective. 

Bur if heafhrms, Secondly, 
"That the Doctrine of the 
Church of England is falſe ; 
he mult then prove, that the 
Church of England doth re- 
quire ſome «unlawful Condi- 
tion 
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tion of her Communion ; 
and that either in Fazth or 
VVorſhip. Plainly thus : He 
mult make it appear, that 
her Faith 1s erroxeozes , and 
contrary to the written 
Word of God, the Faith once 
deliver'd to the Saints, Or 
elſe, that her Worſhip 1s Un- 
lawful, Superſtitious, or Ido- 
latroys. And let him here 
like give you an In- 
ſtance, and diſtin&tly ſhew 
you, what particular Article 
of our Faith 1s thus errone- 
ous; and what particular 
part of our Worſhip he 
thinks anl/awful. And when 
ne hath made his Excepti- 
ons, you may then tell him, 
5. That your Memory is 
but

but ſhort; and if he pleaſe 
therefore to give yOu 1N 27 7- 
ting what he hath now ſaid, 
together with oze Or {20 of 
his beſt Arguments upon 
thoſe Points ; you may then 
conſider them at your let- 
ſure. 
It herefuſeth to give you 
ſuch a Paper,ſuſpect him for 
a Cheat, and that he comes 
with a deſign to impoſe up- 
on you. For Truth doth 
not fear the Light, but ſub- 
mits its Tenets to the ſtriCt- 
eſt Examination. 

Bur it he grants your De- 
lire, then bring that Paper 
to Me, and give me = op- 
portunity to tell you my 
Thoughts of it. And I do 

here 
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here beg and intreat you, 
nay (as one who muſt an- 
ſwer for your Souls, it they 

periſh through my Negled) 


I require and charge all you 
in this Pariſh committed to 
my Care, that you would be 
ſo Faithful both to your 
ſelves and me, as not to be 
roo confident of your own 
Skill ; nor to think any Ar- 
gument unanſwerable, be- 
cauſe you your ſelves are not. 
able to anſwer it. 

In the Aﬀairs of this 
World you do judge it pru- 
dent to conſult other Men 1n 
their ſeveral Profeſſions , 
Phyſicians, Lawyers, &c. 

Should ſome cratty Com- 
panzon pretend to your E- 

ſtates, 
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ſtates, you would not at the 
entring of his Action grant 
him Poſleſſion ; but would 
conſult the Learned in the 
Law, how to defend your 
Title. 

Pray therefore do not part 
wuh your Religion for a 
Trick : But be as careful of 
your Souls, as you are of 
your Eſtates. 
| Let 28s hold faſt the Pro- 

feſſion of our Faith, without 
2warvering ; for he us Faithful 
that Promiſed, Heb. 10,23.
